Laws for eolleetiuu of personal pro- 


perty taxes is adequate, Governor Fu- 
trell said, but added that "the trouble 
is that it is not being enforced. After 
the collector has made his settlement 
with Ihe county court, the delinquent 
list of personal properly should be 
published in some paper having u cir- 
culation which will give notice* to all 
reading people who had failed to pay. 
This will disclose who is dodging luxes, 
and the extent of same. Public sen- 
timent then will do much to correct 
this wrong." 


He recommended that the law uov- 


able except for specified substantial 
reasons. 


Stale Police Force 


Thc governor made his rccommen- 


clations for a state police force, lo be 
chosen by the governor from a list 
of Ihosc whose applicalions as to fil- 
ncss had been proved. They would 
be subject to discharge only for cause. 


Political activity would be a cause, 


Governor Futrell said, and he added 
that Ihe force should be divorced 
from all possible political cncroach- 
men t. 


"In consideration of this subject." 


he told the legislature. I advise you 
that if you cannot divorce the organ- 
izations from pernicious political in- 
fluence, no nol create it. It should 
not be within the power of the gov- 
ernor or any other authority lo de- 
stroy or convert it from the high pub- 
lic purposes for which it was created." 


Thc increase in crime, described by 


the governor as alarming, calls for 
"stopping nt its source" the spread of 
the evil, and he recommended a law 
for the sterilization of the habitual 
criminal. 


A revision of the criminal code, in 


line with the recommendations being 
formed by a committee of the Ark- 
ansas Bar Association, also was asked 
by tin? governor.

structive fires in Arkansas were laid 
by authorities lo incendiarism, and 
recommended that an agency be set 
up lo rate the risks and fix rates of 
insurance on buildings, and that not 
more than the amount of the loss he 
collectable on fire insurance policies.

Negro Vote Put Up 


to Supreme Court 


Review Is Granted From 


Texas, Although Only 


$10 Involved 


WASHINGTON—(ff)—The 
supreme 


court agreed Monday to pass on the 
contention of R. R. Orovcy, Harris 
county, Texas negro, that he was pre- 
vented from voting at Democratic pri- 
mnries in that slate, 


He asked a review even though the 


cnse had not been decided by the 
highest stale court nnd the suit was 
only for $10 damages, which gives no 
right of appeal. 


Grovey asserted he was qualified 


under state laws to vote as a member 
of the Democratic party. 


At the Democratic primary election 


in July. 1934, he said he was prevent- 
ed by Albert Townsend county clerk, 
from voting by being denied a ballot. 


Grovey added the state democratic 


convention in 1932 had restricted the 
right to vote at primaries of that party 
to white citizens. 


He brought suit against Townsend 


for 510 damages in a justice court and 
lost. 


The supreme court has declared in- 


valid a Texas statute which prohibited 
negroes from voting at Democratic 
elections. Since then the same results 
have been sought by action of the 
Democratic party organization in the 
stale.

CHICAGO — (XP) - John Dillinger's 


'awyer Monday night was acquitted of 
i charge uf conspiracy to harbor htm. 


It took a federal court jury only 


three hours and 42 minutes to agree 
that Louis Piquette, one time city pros- 
ecutor, wns within the rights of nn 
attorney in his dealings with the late 
desperado. 


The jury reached ils verdict at 9:4. 


p. m. and returned it in open court 
shortly after 10 p. m. 


The acquittal came after 
Piquelt 


made an impassioned pica, maintain- 
ing that the only relation he ever had 
with Dillinger was that of attorney 
and client. 
Federal Judge William 


Holly, in charging the jury, said: 


"When Dillinger escaped and came 


to Chicago and got in 
touch with 


Piquetl, it did not become the duty of 
'he defendant to turn him over to po- 
lice." 


'Die government, however, charged 


that. Piquett entered into a conspiracy 
with James Brobusco, since a suicide, 
two doctors and his aide to hide Dil- 
Unger while facial operations were 
icrformed in an effort to disguise the 
gangster. 
" The doctors admitted the operations 
and testified that Piquett paid them. 
The lawyer insisted he had nothing to 
do with' plot, adding 
that the only 


money he ever obtained from Dillinger 
was simple legal fees. 


The defeat wns one of the first the
